At its core was Black organizing for self-defense against police murder 
and marginalization within this System. Motivated by the ideas of anti- 
racism and justice, thousands of others rallied in solidarity. Many took 
risks, were arrested and now face prosecution for their bold actions. 


Despite all this forward motion, the movement is facing serious 
challenges. It faces reaction from the establishment, cooptation from the 
NGO/Not-For-Profit and Democratic Party machine and attack from the 
racist Right. 


From the broad national resistance to the ongoing fight for justice 
around the police murder of Aiyana Stanley Jones here in Detroit, we 
want to talk about where the movement is at and where it might be 
going!
